The New York board of '<traac 
and transportation announces Its en- 
dorsement of a bill which congress- 
man Calder of Brooklyn •will submit 
at Washington, calling for a govern- 
ment, commission to study the feasi- 
bility of constructing a huge jetty 
across the grand hanks of Ne'wfound- 
land. 


The idea which the members of the 


B>oard were at first inclined to jeer, 
|)Ut later adopted was explained by 
•its originator, C. L. Rlcker a Brook- 
lyn engineer. He said he would ob- 
struct the current by laying a steel 
cable ten inches in diameter across 
the- grand banks where the ocean bed 
-ds a level plateau, against -which the 
current would deposit sand ana lorm 
n ridpe extending for. wo miles east 
of ,Cape Race. 


He declared that this

sufficient to shift the current so that 
the' warm gulf stream and the cold 
Qjaibrador current would commingle,

Readers have already been informed thai direct competi- 


tion, national in scope, between the Wells-Pai^'o Express Co. 
and the federal parcel post is soon to gu into cllect. This is a 
privilege which the company enjoys. At the same lime, Ihere 
would have been no scaling down, of express charges, no 
special inducements would have been offered the public, nor 
would a more satisfactory service have been promised, had not 
the parcel post been established. The great express monopoly 
had Ihc field to itself for years, and all that the,public secured 
in'the way of decent treatment as lo fates was actually forced, 
At that, moreover, the monopoly showed its rancor in a man- 
ner not to be misunderstood. Of course it is a good thing for 
this particular corporation to start competition. 
II is much 


more sensible, too, than whining about "invasion of a private 
field' 
1 by a government agency, or the "necessity of winding 


up business," because of government Iransporta'tion of/pack- 
ages through the mails.
